Mr  Chairman j  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  vital  statistics  affecting 
the  Urban  District  of  Matlock  for  the  year  1955* 


A  review  of  ’  tlie  incidence  of  infectious  jdise^ses  shows'  ? 
that  measles  again  heads  the  list  ^d  that  i;6re  than  half  t]|ie  ! 
cases  occurred  iii  the '  five' year  ol(|.  ageigroup.  All  cases  were  | 
mild,  but  one  hopes  sovneday  that  pil*eventive  measures  may  ■ 
eliminate  the  disease  entirely.  Vaccination  against  smallpox 
should  take  place  from  four  to  six  months  old  and  should  be 
followed  by  immunisation  against  diphtheria  one  month  later. 

The  spread  of  any  infection  is  encouraged  by  overcrowding 
and  insufficient  ventilation,  which  applies  particularly  in  the 
case  of  tuberculosis.  Apart  from  early  detection,  and  in  this 
respect  Mass  Radiography  can  play  a  decisive  part,  to  avoid 
overcrowding  and  poor  ventilation  good  housing  is  required. 

A  comprehensive  survey  has  this  year  been  made  of  the  existing 
housing  facilities,  more  particularly  in  regard  to  slum  clearance. 
Subject  to  present  economic  stringencies  an  attempt  is  being 
made  to  fulfil  the  requirements  of  the  district. 


Of  equal  or  even  more  importance  is  a  supply  of  good 
wholesom.e  food  in  adequate  quantities.  There  is  a  large  measure 
of  agreement  that  food  poisoning  is  largely  preventable  if  food 
is  handled  hygienically,  hence  the  publication  of  the  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulations  '1955  which  emphasise  not  only  the  importance 
of  cleanliness  of  the  food  premises  but  of  the  persons  engaged 
in  the  handling  of  food,  and  in  the  construction  of  premises 
with  proper  facilities.  Resistance  to  infection  is  greatly 
assisted  by  proper  and  adequate  food  even  if  the  housing 
conditions  leave  something  to  be  desired.  As  regards  the  urban 
district  great  strides  have  already  been  made  in  the  provision 
of  adequate  housing  accommodation,  and  no  doubt'  these  would  have 
been  greater  had  they,  not  had  to  be  held  in  check  for  reasons  i 
of  economy.  .  .  .  * 

The  birth  rate,  which  ims  higher  over  the  years  immediately 
following  the  war  has  now  become  fairly  steady,  and  althou^  in 
1955  much  lower  than  in  1947  sli^tly  exceeds  the  death  rate. 

An  analysis  of  the  ages  at  death  proves  beyond  question  that 
most  people  living  in  the  district  can  anticipate  a  ripe  old 
age.  Now  old  age,  as  all  of  us  realise  only  too  well,  has 
it’s  own  particular  problems.  Life  can  be  enjoyed  to  the 
full  by  many  old  people  but  they  are  not  able  to  look  after 
themselves  satisfactorily,  and  even  if  they  are  their  strength 
does  not  allow  them,  however  willing,  to  keep  their  houses  clean 
and  tidy;  they  suffer  infirmity  rather  than  disease.  The 
Welfare  State  is  intended  to  make  possible  circumstances 
favourable  for  these  old  people,  rather  than  to  take  away  all 
family  responsibility.  There  would  appear  to  be  on  the  part  of 
many  relatives,  when  faced  witli  this  problem,  too  keen  a  desire, 
one  might  say,  indecent  haste  to  push  their  old  people  into 
hospital,  rather  than  make  or  keep  on  making  some  effurt  to  keep 
them  at  home.  The  prospect,  ever  increasing,  that  most  people 
will  live  to  an  even  older  age,  behoves  us  to  exercise  that  care 
and  affection  towards  our  old  folk,  that  we  ourselves  would  like 
to  be  privileged  to  enjoy  when  we  get  old

also  other  members  of  the  Council  fur  their  help,  and  thank  also 
Officials  for  their  ready  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 

Mr  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  once  more  a  duty  and  pleasure  to  submit  for  your 
information  rny  11th  Annual  Report  together  with  a  brief  account 
of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Health  Department, 

As  reported  last  year  nothing  of  great  consequence  has  arisen 
from  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act  1954  regarding  applications 
for  Certificates  of  Disrepair,  only  four  having  been  applied  for 
this  year,  two  of  these  being  revoked  on  the  necessary  repairs 
being  carried  out. 

A  preliminary  survey  of  sub-standard  property  was  made  and 
the  proposals  submitted  to'  the  Ministry  in  August,  this  included 
194  houses  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  first  five  year  programme, 
with  a  further  200  for  enquiry-  and  proposals  in  the  second  five 
year  period.  Progress  on  this  statutory  responsibility  now 
placed  upon  local  Authorities  -is-  of  course  dependent  on  the 
number  of  replacement  houses  to  be  built  and  further  work  on  the 
making  of  orders  for  demolition  and  clearance  will  automatically 
be  held  up  until  this  most  important  issue  has  been  settled  and 
houses  are  becoming  available  for  persons  vacating  such  sub¬ 
standard  property.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  impact  of 
Improvement  Grants  is  now  being  felt  in  this  district,  some  30 
houses  having  been  improved  during  1955. 

I  feel  compelled  to  again . reiterate  my  strong  conviction 
that  when  piped  water  and  new  sewers  are  available  under  the 
various  schemes  now  in  hand. that  compulsory  conversion  to  water 
closets  should  be  adopted  and  so  do  away  with  the  increasing 
dirficulty  of  night  soil  collection.  I  would  remind  you  that 
we  have  624  earth  closets  and  pail  closets  still  operating  in 
the  district,  of  these  it  is  estimated  that  some  114  will  not  be 
able,  for  one  reason  or  another,  to  connect  to  existing  or  future 
sewers  and  that  a  programme  of-  compulsory  conversion  of  the 
remainder,  some  510,  spread  over  a  decided  number  of  years  need 
not  mean  an  unreasonable  burden  on  the  Rate  Fund,  in  the  meantime, 
however,  increased  financial  encouragement  by  way  of  grant  is  to 
be  highly  recommended.  .  . 

The  new  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  1955  together  with  The  Po#d 
Hygiene  Regulations  1955  have  now  been  approved  and  come  into 
force  on  1st  January  1956,  so  that  next  year,  in  that  particular 
phase  of  public  health,  will  be  a  busy  one. 

I  have,  in  conclusion,  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
support  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Officials  of 
other  Departments,  to  the  staff  of  my  Department,  both  clerical 
and  manual,  for  the  loyal  support  which  makes  the  satisfactory 
running  of  a  vital  service  to  the  public  so  much  easier.

With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Rood  &  Drugs  Act  1955 
and  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  19555  it  is,  as  I  have  commented 
before,  highly  essential  that  the  Council  should  first  put 
their  own  house  in  order  as  an  example  to  other  owners  of  food 
premises  in  regard  to  sanitary  and  washing  facilities  for  use 
by  the  food  stall  holders  on  your  market  ground.  I  have  to 
agree  that  at  this  time  of  "squeeze''  on  capital  investment  the 
suggestion  seems  quite  illogical,  but  regulations  were  made  to 
be  obeyed  and  these  in  particular  have  been  long  awaited  and  I 
feel  that  better’  facilities  would  be  appreciated  by  all  concerned 
and  it  would  certainly  help  in  my  own  efforts  to  bring  other 
food  premises  up  to  the  standards  envisaged  in  the  Regulations. 

Bakehouses

The  good  work  of  improving  washing  facilities  and  sanitary 
accommodation  at  these  premises  has  again  been  well  maintained, 
four  further  premises  having  been  so  improved  and  three  further 
premises  are  at  present  having  plans  prepared  for  improvements. 
It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  in  these  improvements  decent  living 
conditions  are  being  provided  for  the  tenants. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  extension  of  water  main  along  Via  Gellia  to  Dunsley 
Mill  has  been  completed  and  all  houses  on  route  have  abandoned 
the  private  supply  and  connected  a  piped  supply  into  each  house. 

The  new  water  main  has  also  been  completed  in  the 
Upperwood  district  where  some  five  houses  are  still  required  to 
connect,  after  v^hich  this  doubtful  private  supply  can  also 
be  abandoned. 

TENTS.  VANS  &  MOVEABLE  H'/ELLINGS. 

We  have  sites  for  115  vans  and  moveable  dwellings  situated^ on 
9  sites  as  against  112  vans  and  moveable  dwellings  on  10  sites 
last  year. 

The  moveable  dwellings  are  all  kept  in  a  reasonable  condition, 
the  site  at  Darley  Dale  being  exemplary  and  again  a  credit  to  the 
district.

The  provision  of  sufficient  houses  for  the  needs. of  the ^ 
district  is  still  quite  a  problem  and  the  cessation  of  building 
houses  has  consequently  stopped  any  proceedings  under  the 
Housing  Acts  with-  regard  to  demolition  and  clearance  properties. 
The  actual  demolition  of  empty  houses  under  these  Acts  seems  to 
be  coming  more  and  more  difficulty  rising  costs  making  this 
work  extremely  expensive  practically  impossible  for  the  very 
small  property  owner,  with  the  consequence  that  these  demolitions 
are  very,  likely  to  fall  on  the  local  authority  and  the  cost 
thereof  to  become  a  charge  on  the  rate,

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Although  the  first  full  year  of  de-rationing  of  meat  has 
caused  regular  and  extra  work  the  results  as  shown  on  the 
schedule  have  again  proved  that  careful  buying  by  private 
butchers  has  once  more  resulted  in  improved  meat  for  sale. 

The  drop  from  12.06^  to  4.13^  of  young  cattle  affected 
with  tuberculosis  is  again  pleasing  and  indicates  continuity  in 
the  betterment  of  cattle  health  from  this  particular  disease. 

No  doubt  the  excellent  work  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  under  the  Tuberculosis  (Attested 
Herds)  Scheme  1950  and  in  furtherance  of  eradication  areas  under 
the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act  1950  is  beginning  to  have  real  effect. 
At  the  end  of  1954  "the  percentage  of  attested  cattle  had  reached 
51.  It  would  seem  from  our  post  mortem  findings  in  the 
slaughterhouses  tnat  there  has  been  a  considerable  reduction  in 
the  incidence  of  bovine  tuberculosis  and  that  the  Ministry  are 
having  success  in  their  campaign  agpinst  this  disease. 

No  whole  carcases  have  been  condemned  during  the  year,  the 
majority  of  condemnations  being  of  lungs,  livers,  and ^ parts  of 
liver  from  abscesses,  Distomatosis,  Necrosis,  Cirrhosis, 

Melanosis  and  in  the  case  of  sheep  Strongyli  infestations. 

Of  the  eight  slaughterhouses  originally  agreed  one  has  since: 
closed  for  slaughtering  and  a  further  one  of  the  eight  has  now  , 
been  completed  up  to  a  decent  standard  so  that  we  how  have  seven 
slaughterhouses  working  end  providing  ample  facilities  for 
slaughtering  in  this  district.
